\the allies during the war caused them 
great embarrassment and loss, could 
only be regarded by them as ratifica- 
tion by Greece of his hostile acts.

Following a reduction from 16 to 10 
cents in the price of Tue SUNDAY TRIB-

al magazines was noted yesterday when 
McClure’s reduced its price from 26 to 
15 cent.

The cost of print paper has risen in 
1920 to phenomenal heights, and ig ‘not 
yet receding, so far as contract paper 
is concerned, although there has been 
some small drop in the price of “ spot 
cash” paper. In a just issued circular 
the International Paper company 
points out that the cost of pulp wood, 
from which paper is made, has aver- 
aged thus far in 1920, 230 per cent of 
the cost in 1915, and 125 per cent of 
that of 1918. 

Labor, based on the first half of the 
year, is nearly 300 per cent of the labor 
cost of 1915, and 140 per oan of that 
of 1918. | 

Recent freight increases make the 
present transportation cost more than 
twice that of 1915, and the cost of mill 
supplies is, on the average, 271 per 
cent over 1915 prices. 

These figures indicate the difficulties 
surrounding newspapers which are try- 
ing to hold dqwn prices to the public.

middle of the British spearhead forma- 
“10n which was compoged of more than 


| twenty dreadnaughts. 


“It was only by such a surprise at- 
tack that I could hope to throw the 
enemy on the wrong scent and provide 
for our ships a doorway to safety. 

_ “With the loss of only one torpedo 
boat my attack realized my objective. 
My line, therefore, again was taken 
back to the westward, maneuvering 
finally to the southeast in order to 
evoid a vast encireling movement al- 
ready undertaken by the enemy. 

British Guns Stilled. 

“The .enémy ceased fire When the 
German ships swung off in a new direc- 
tion, and it seems certain that the Brit- 
ish flect must have turne] away after 
our surprise torpede boat attack. 
“We surely expected the enemy to 
attack us at night with strong forces 


-| in an endeavor to push us to the west- 


ward in order to force us to fight until 
dawn, when their superior forces must 
have annihilated the German fleet. The 
British had all the neccssary power to 
do so. 
“If ft could be accomplished, stop- 
ping of the enemy’s encircling move- 
ment, or to avoid it, or if we could find 
a course to our hase before ‘he enemy 
reachéd a point intercepting it, we 
would be free to follow our own incli- 
nation in the morning.

AN APPEAL AGAINST 


| ANTI-SEMITISM. 

The address of leading American Jews to their 
fellow citizens of other faiths deserves the most 
serious attention. There is nothing less compati. 
ble with American principles than the organized 
anti-Semitism which is one of the most troublesome 
forces of European politics. Race and religious 
animosity we cannot altogether escape, but cer- 
tainly no people ought more clegrly to see its evil 
or more carefully combat its influence than the 
American. We are not yet a homogeneous people 
We are, in fact, greatly weakened by many racial 


various and often hostile foreign ties. 

For this our citizens of foreign birth and blood 
are themselves responsible, creating the very evil 
they protest against when it is directed against 
themselves. We have highly organized and very 
insistent associations based on race, foreign nation- 
ality, special old world racial-or national cultures. 
These organizations thrust into our. domestic polli- 
tics issues which do not belong to American life; 
threaten American public men, impose upon Amer- 
ican * parties, demand the shaping of American 
policies according to their foreign affiliations “and 
sympathies. 

This is a great treakness, a great evil in Amer- 
ica, and all Americans who recognize its existence 
will be disposed to resist the invasion of the anti- 
Semite, anti-Jewish propaganda which has done so 
much mischief in the old world. The best way, the 
only way to defeat it is to fight a}l alienism in this 
country and to work day in and day out for simon 
pure Americanism. 

The war did not create but it revived and stimu- 
lated alien sympathies and partisanisms in this 
country,and the peace has increased them still more. 
Sentimental internationalism encourages these 
disintegrating influences. But if Americans of for- 
eign birth or immediate ancestry are wise, they will 
not join groups which challenge other similar 
groups, but will make themselves a loyal part of 
American citizenship and rely upon that American- 
ism to support their rights as individuals and de- 
fend them from the oppression of bigoted minor- 
ities. 

We do not think anti-Semitism will make head- 
way in this country, unless the Jews themselves 
should -organize Semitism and attempt thus to in- 
fluence public policy for special causes or for par- 
ticular Jewish interests. As Americans who hold 
the Jewish faith they need not fear oppression.

SEEING THE BLUE IN THE BLUE

N enormous amount of feed goes 
to waste where the growth of 
wheat is rank unless live stock 
is turned in the fields to graze 

in the spring and fall. Those who have 
not had much experience in the prac- 
tice of pasturing wheat are often puz- 
zled over the effect grazing has on 
both the animals and the yield of 
grain. 

Good judgment as to atuaii lfve stock 
should be allowed in the fields is the 
life saving rule that experienced grain 
growers follow. Regardless of the 
rankness of growth, animals should 
pot be allowed in the fields when the 
ground is wet and muddy. It not only 
has a detrimental effect on the soil but 
there is great danger of bioat if cattle 
eat wet green feed. 

It is best to limit the grazing to 
only a few minutes for the first few 
days, gradually increasing the time 
until the animals become accustomed 
to the green feed. It is especially dan- 
gerous to turn thin calves and cows 
into the wheat fields. 

Many farmers have thought that pas- 
turing cattle on wheat favored black 
leg, causing heavy losses among cat- 
“tle. 
more danger of blackleg where cattle 
are allowed to graze in wheat fields 
than there is with other green pastures. 

As a rule, pasturing delays the ma- 
turing date of wheat several days.

If box- 
ing is made compulsory in our insti- 
tutions of learning, there is every rea- 
son to believe the student will continue 
to box when he leaves college, but not

“Should a proper bill be drafted, one 
which meets with my approval and the 
members of this club, we will do all 
we can to assist it over the obstacles 
and place it before the governor for 
his signature.”
